Redford pays 
back $45K for 
South Africa trip 


Party unrest. MLAs 
put pressure on 
Redford to repay, 
sources say 


Facing a potential Tory caucus 
revolt, Premier Alison Redford 
announced Wednesday she has 
repaid the $45,000 cost of her 
South Africa trip. 

The premier had been 
under increasing public and 
political pressure to reimburse 
the province for the expense. 

“This afternoon I’ve in¬ 
formed my caucus, my cabinet 
and my party that I’ve person¬ 
ally paid for the costs associ¬ 
ated with the recent South 
Africa trip,” Redford said in a 
hastily called news conference 
in which she declined to take 
questions. 


“I want to sincerely apolo¬ 
gize to Albertans for these 
costs. And I’ve put in place 
measures to make sure that 
this never happens again.” 

A government MLA, speak¬ 
ing on the condition of ano¬ 
nymity, told Metro there were 
between 15 and 20 members of 
the caucus prepared to sit as in¬ 
dependents over the issue and 
other concerns with Redford’s 
leadership. 

“It was a rather large 
group,” the MLA said. 

The MLA said they had re¬ 
ceived Redford’s statement 
shortly before the premier 
read it to the press and they 
were still trying to digest if it 
was enough to restore confi¬ 
dence. 

“It’s really tough to say, for 
me it’s not just something that 
changes right way,” he said. 

Premier Redford said the 


government needed to push 
past the issue. 

“As we’ve seen over the past 
couple of weeks, this issue has 
been a distraction from the 
important work that Albertans 
elected us to do.” 

Redford filed $45,000 in 
expenses, which included 
$15,000 for taking the govern¬ 
ment plane to Ottawa in order 
to catch the Harper flight, plus 
first-class air tickets to and 
from South Africa for her aide, 
Brad Stables, who was not al¬ 
lowed on Harper’s plane. 

Wildrose Leader Danielle 
Smith gave Redford credit for 
doing the right thing. 

“She has apologized and we 
accept her apology,” Smith said 
in a statement. “I think all Al¬ 
bertans will be relieved that we 
can put this issue behind us.”

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City in the black, 
but facing rising 
debt levels 

Edmonton ended 2013 
on a financial high note, 
but the city is also mov¬ 
ing further into debt. 

With a mix of lower- 
than-expect staffing 
costs and $11.2 million 
in higher-than-expected 
revenue from photo 
radar, offset by higher 
costs for snow clearing, 
the city ended the year 
$9.2 million in the black. 

The city did end the 
year with $2.4 billion in 
debt, which is expected 
to continue to rise to 
$3.3 billion by 2016. 

Mayor Don Iveson said 
the debt numbers are not 
surprising and he feels 
good about the way the 
city has used its debt. 

“I think we have used 
debt very responsibly 
with low interest rates at 
a low cost to build infra¬ 
structure for the city,” 
he said. 

He does concede, how¬ 
ever, that the city’s debt 
load will make it hard to 
do any large infrastruc¬ 
ture projects in the near 
future. 

“We are not going 
to be able to borrow to 
build five more recrea¬ 
tion centres — that 
was kind of a one-time 
thing,” he said. 

Coun. Michael Oshry 
said he has been im¬ 
pressed, but he hopes 
the city takes a closer 
look at staffing costs to 
continue watching the 
budget. 

“There is always room 
for improvement,” he 
said. “We have got to 
sometimes push the en¬ 
velope in this area and in 
other areas of the city.”

Edmonton homicide detec¬ 
tives were on scene Wednesday 
morning at a west-end Super 8 
Hotel after a 34-year-old man 
was found with several stab 
wounds to his body.

media. 

Police were called to the 
168 Street and 118 Avenue lo¬ 
cation where they found the 
man inside the lobby of the 
hotel. 

Investigators have revealed 
an altercation took place in 
the parking lot of the hotel 
between two men just after 2 
a.m., leading to the victim be¬ 
ing stabbed. 

The victim was able to 
make his way into the lobby 
and was treated on scene with

aggressive CPR. 

“We’re currently look¬ 
ing for witnesses who may 
have been around, or heard 


something or seen something 
last night around that time,” 
Maron said. “We’re actively 
looking for suspects; however, 
I don’t have any information 
on any suspects at this time.” 

While EPS is calling the 
incident a suspicious death, 
homicide officers, who had the 
hotel lobby cordoned off early 
Wednesday, expanded the area 
of investigation to include the 
parking lot shortly after 8 a.m. 

The victim is not believed 
to be from Edmonton. 

An autopsy has been sched¬ 
uled for Thursday morning to 
determine the cause of death. 




Driver accused of endangering kids in speeding vehicle 



Charges have been upgraded 
for a high flyer clocked by 
Edmonton police travelling 
at more than 50 kilometres 
over the posted speed limit 
after three children were 
found in the car. 

At about 9:15 p.m. on 
Feb. 26, Edmonton police 
responded to complaints of 
a Toyota Supra travelling up¬ 
wards of 180 lcm/hour on the 
Whitemud. 

As officers attempted to 
pull the vehicle over, the 
EPS Specialized Traffic Ap¬ 
prehension Team was called 
in and the vehicle was halted 


at 149 Street, north of 84 Av¬ 
enue. 

Inside the vehicle, along 
with a 31-year-old driver, 
police say they discovered 
three children, aged three, 
five and eight, with the 
three-year-old being the only 
one properly secured. 

“When we have kids 
not secured properly in a 
vehicle, they are a project¬ 
ile,” said Sgt. David Green 
Wednesday. 

Green said a driver’s 
choice to drive at excessive 
speeds with children in the 
car is more than a lapse in 


judgment. 

“These are decisions that 
are so awful for the well-be¬ 
ing of a child that it’s been 
criminally recognized as a 
bad decision.” 

Originally charged with 
careless driving and pos¬ 
sessing an obscured licence 
plate, the Crown prosecutor 
has upgraded the 31-year-old 
man’s charges. 

He now faces dangerous 
operation of a motor vehicle 
and three counts of caus¬ 
ing a child to be in need of 
intervention.

Eight suites damaged

Narcotics pipeline? Drugs 
seized from alleged Sask. 
supplier in Edmonton 


Edmonton RCMP, along with 
other police units, seized 
drugs and cash last Friday 
after a raid at an Edmonton 
home believed to be part of a 
narcotics pipeline to Saskatch¬ 
ewan. 

Officers seized over 12 
pounds of marijuana, 1,000 
millilitres of GHB, a small 
quantity of MDMA, several 
containers of various steroids, 
approximately 3/4 pound of 
ketamine and a quantity of 
cash, according to a media re¬ 
lease sent Wednesday. 


The investigation started 
on March 5 in Kindersley,

Father’s 
gaze helps 
diagnose 
triplets 


Eye cancer. Three-month 
old siblings share disease 
seen in only about 20 
cases a year in Canada 


Their birth was unlikely, and 
their lives are even more so. 

Barely three months old, 
identical triplets Thomas, 
Mason and Luke Low all suf¬ 
fer from the same form of rare 
eye cancer, an unprecedented 
medical case that will affect the 
boys and their parents, Richard 
and Leslie, for the rest of their 
lives. 

One triplet, Thomas, has 
already lost an eye, and one of 
Mason’s may also need to be 
removed. 

“I think the reality of all of 
it hasn’t fully set in,” Richard 
said Tuesday. “We’re just kind 
of taking it a day at a time.” 

The Low family lives in Ed¬ 
monton but the triplets are re¬ 
ceiving treatment at the Hospi¬ 
tal for Sick Children in Toronto. 
It’s been a whirlwind of doctors 
and tests since Richard, a med¬ 
ical resident, first noticed some¬ 
thing unusual in one of his 
sons’ eyes about two weeks ago. 

“Mason’s pupil was irregu¬ 


larly shaped. Kind of looked 
like a teardrop instead of a cir¬ 
cle,” he said. 

Within days, all three were 
diagnosed with retinoblastoma, 
a rare, aggressive cancer that 
causes tumours to develop in 
the eyes as they mature. Once 
their eyes are fully grown, the 
triplets will still be susceptible 
to more tumours than average 
elsewhere in their bodies. 

“It’s something they’ll al¬ 
ways have to be aware of,” said 
Richard. 

It turns out that Richard’s 
background may have helped 
save his sons. “When I was 
looking in his eyes, Mason’s 
eyes, I think a lot of people 
would have thought, oh he’s 
an infant, that’s pretty normal. 
And I thought, why?” he said. 

“It was just a lot more curi¬ 
ous to me, and that’s what 
made me investigate.” 

It turned out the pupil’s 
shape had nothing to do with 
the cancer — but without that 
subsequent visit to the doctor, 
who knows when the triplets’ 
diagnosis would have been 
made. 

“We were really lucky,” said 
Richard, noting the early catch 
means his sons should survive.

At least three dead, 
many others injured 
after gas leak triggers 
massive blast 


Three people have died after 
a gas leak caused an explo¬ 
sion Wednesday morning, 
collapsing two Manhattan 
buildings, officials said. More 
than 60 people were injured 
and at least nine individuals 
are still missing. 

Hunter College identified 
one of the people killed in the 
blast as Griselde Camacho, a 
security officer who worked 
at the Silberman School of 
Social Work building. Hunter, 
in a statement on its web¬ 
site, said Camacho, 45, had 
worked for the college since 


2008. 

Another of the people who 
died was Carmen Tanco, 67, a 
dental hygienist. Her cousin 
News 12 cameraman Angel 
Vargas said when she didn’t 
show up for work Wednesday 
the family started a frantic 
search. 

The identity of the third 
victim wasn’t immediately 
disclosed. 

Mayor Bill de De Blasio ar¬ 
rived at the scene in the early 
afternoon and thanked the 
first responders, describing it 
as an incredibly fast response 
while cautioning that the 
situation was still developing. 

“This is a tragedy of the 
worst kind because we had 
no indication so that we 
could save people,” de Blasio 
said. 

New York City fire Com¬ 
missioner Sal Cassano told re¬ 


porters that the building was 
in a “precarious position,” 
and firefighters would con¬ 


centrate on extinguishing the 
blaze before removing debris 
to make sure no other people 


were under the rubble.

12 years a mission: Kabul’s 
Maple Leaf down for good 


Bound for home. 

Troops wrap up 
Afghan duty, Canada’s 
longest-ever campaign 


As the Canadian flag inched its 
way down the pole Wednesday 
at NATO headquarters in Kabul, 
Master Cpl. Jordan Taylor didn’t 
necessarily see the red and 
white Maple Leaf. 

The faces of friends who 
didn’t come home were before 
his eyes. 

“I see their faces all the 
time, always remember them. 
So, that’s what I was reflecting 
on,” said Taylor, who helped 
haul down the flag on Canada’s 
longest-ever militaiy mission. 

The wounds this country 
has inflicted were on quiet, 
subtle display at the under¬ 
stated ceremony before the 
headquarters building. 


Sprinkled through a crowd 
of three dozen Canadians who 
stood at attention were troops 
who’d returned to Afghanistan 
three, four, even five times in 
the dozen years the army has 
been involved in trying to sta¬ 
bilize the fractured nation. 

During the ceremony, digni¬ 
taries, Canadian and allied 
alike, praised the country’s in¬ 
volvement and sacrifices. 

The country’s top militaiy 
commander, Gen. Tom Lawson, 
spoke about how the govern¬ 
ment will rally around its veter¬ 
ans now that they’re home. 

The war cost the fives of 
158 soldiers, one diplomat, one 
journalist and two civilian con¬ 
tractors. 

Canadian commandos, 
were the first troops to hit the 
ground in late 2001 and they 
were followed by as many as 
40,000 more rotating, including 
the five-year combat mission in 
Kandahar, the Canadian press

An independent Quebec 
would keep using the Can¬ 
adian dollar and ask for a seat 
at the Bank of Canada, Parti 
Quebecois Leader Pauline 
Marois said Wednesday. 

Marois told reporters at a 
campaign stop that Canada 
would benefit from having a 
sovereign Quebec maintain 
its ties to the loonie and the 
central bank. 

However, the leader of 
the province’s independence 
movement acknowledged 
there would be no guaran¬ 
tees on how much influence 
a Quebec country would have 
with the Bank of Canada. 

“We could wish to have a 


seat at the Bank of Canada, 
but we accept the fact it is the 
bank’s monetary policy that 
would apply,” Marois said as 
she campaigned for the April 
7 election. 

Marois’ remarks reiterated 
the PQJs long-held position 
that Quebec would continue 
to use the Canadian curren¬ 
cy if it secedes. She pointed 
out that European countries 
share the euro even though 
they are independent. 

Marois tried to make the 
case for an independent Que¬ 
bec to remain on the central 
bank’s governing council, 
arguing it would benefit Can¬ 
ada because her province has 
a large economy. 

“We have an economy that 
is a rich one,” said Marois. 

“We have a lot of consum¬ 
ers. We have a lot of business 
organizations on our territory 
and I think it is important to 
have a place at this level (the 
Bank of Canada). But if it is 
not the case, we will see.”

Harsh snowstorm hits Kashmir 


Unusually heavy snowfall 
has unleashed avalanches 
and collapsed homes in 
the Himalayan region of 
Kashmir, killing at least 14 
people on both sides of the 
de-facto border between 
India and Pakistan, officials 
said. 

Ten died in the Indian- 
controlled portion of the 
territory, police said, while 
Pakistan’s military reported 


another four dead in an ava¬ 
lanche on that side of the 
border. 

On the Indian side, doz¬ 
ens were evacuated from 
high-risk areas Wednes¬ 
day, after avalanches killed 
two Indian army soldiers 
camped in the Kargil region 
and another three Nepalese 
labourers working near the 
heavily militarized Line of 
Control. 


Another five people 
were killed when dozens of 
homes crumpled under the 
weight of snow in the south¬ 
ern Kulgam and Shopian 
areas on the Indian-con- 
trolled side, police officer 
Imtiyaz Hussain said.

Last year, the OECD de¬ 
clared Canada’s housing mar¬ 
ket the “most over-valued” 
in the world after noting 
that the price-to-rent ratio 
— which compares the total 
cost of ownership against 
renting a similar property — 
had ballooned to 88 per cent 
above the historic average. 

Dunning says the problem 
with the assessment is that 
the Paris-based organization 
used faulty data to reach its 
conclusion on both the price 
and rent side.

The direct seller’s shares tum¬ 
bled Wednesday after Herb¬ 
alife revealed that it is being 
investigated by the Federal 
Trade Commission for pos¬ 
sible “deceptive practices.” 

Since December 2012 
Aclcman has spent millions 
waging a public campaign 
against Herbalife and build¬ 
ing up an army of lobbyists, 
community organizers and 
members of Congress to push 
regulators to investigate what 
he calls a “pyramid scheme,” 
which makes most of its 
money by recruiting new

For his directorial debut,

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Neil Young takes on iPod with Pono 


SXSW. Canadian 
rock titan touts his 
upcoming iPod rival 
with a heartfelt 
plea for music as its 
creators want it heard 


Neil Young might have come 
to South by Southwest flog¬ 
ging a product like eveiyone 
else, but at least he flogged it 
passionately. 

The 68-year-old expat- 
Canadian rock legend spoke 
before a packed event hall at 
the Austin Convention Centre 
on the cusp between the SXSW 
Interactive conference and the 
SXSW music festival ostensibly 
to plug the high-fidelity Pono 
music device he’s been threat¬ 
ening us with for nearly three 
years now It’s now aimed for 
an October release with an ex¬ 
pected retail price of $399. 

Really, though, his speech 
was a heartfelt plea for a re¬ 
turn to proper audio fidelity 
in an age where music has 
been squashed dynamically, 
chopped into bite-sized form 


and cheapened as a recorded 
commodity by the dominant 
MP3 format. 

All the audience got a 
glimpse of were some pro¬ 
jected stock pictures of the 
gadget and a couple more that 
Young briefly waved from his 
pockets onstage — for the rec¬ 
ord, the Pono looks rather like 
a second-generation iPod Nano 
thickened out into a stand-up, 
triangular shape. 

However, if the thing does 
what Young says it does, it 
could be the portable digital 
player that audiophiles have 
been yearning for years. 

He certainly managed to 
rally a list of rock royals that 
included Bruce Springsteen, 
Jack White, Dave Grohl, Ar¬ 
cade Fire, Duane Eddy and 
many others to provide awed 
video testimony of the sys¬ 
tem’s power in a reel that ran 
midway through his session. 

The proof will come, as 
they say, in the pudding, and 
if you’d like to get your fingers 
in that pudding, there’s a Kick- 
starter campaign that, by Wed¬ 
nesday morning, had already 
surpassed its $800,000 goal — 
in under 24 hours — by more 



than $500,000. 

For now, though, Young’s 
quest to bring vinyl-quality 
sound to a generation of 
music consumers accustomed 
to listening to thin MP3 files 
through laptop speakers and 
earbuds “that look like loz¬ 
enges,” as he put it, seems 
heartfelt, even if he’s got a 
tough battle ahead of him in 
unseating the iPod as the dom¬ 
inant portable music machine. 

“If it’s a success or it isn’t a 
success, music wins,” he said. 
“Because it’s available. It’s free¬ 



dom of choice.” 

Whether or not Pono deliv¬ 
ers what it promises — which 
is to play back audio files at the 
studio-quality resolution the 
artist originally intended, 
up to and including a 
whopping 9,216 kilo¬ 
bits per second versus 
the iTunes/industiy 
standard of 256 kbps — 
one could at least feel the 
ache in Young’s voice when he 
talked about how kids being 
raised in the digital age aren’t 
properly “nourished” by three- 


dimensional 
sound. 

“The human bod} 
is so sensitive ... when it sees 
great art, it feels good. (So) with 


our music, we were deprived 
and we started getting veiy lit¬ 
tle, a minuscule l/20th of what 
we listened to.” 

In a roundabout way, Young 
conceded that the Pono and its 
accompanying iTunes-esque 
delivery service might be strict¬ 
ly for the serious audiophile. 

But with Pono, he promised, 
“you get to feel not just what 
the artist intended you to feel” 
and—if the original recordings 
warrant it — it’ll make your car 
or your headphones “sound 
like God.” torstar news service

You’ll know Emily Ratajkowski 
as the bodacious beauty from 
Robin Thicke’s Blurred Lines 
video. She’s all nubile flirta¬ 
tion — no top, nude panties, 
white sneakers and rouged bps 
temptingly parted — meets 
wide-eyed pseudo-innocence, 
playfully skipping and boun¬ 
cing to the beat. 

We watched, gyrated and 
leered. It was the music world’s 
Fifty Shades of Grey, dividing 
opinion over its social accept¬ 
ability: ban it versus give me 
more. The polarization of opin¬ 
ion is irrelevant; although we 
ab had something to say on the 
subject, it brought one girl ori- 
ginaby cast as a back-up dancer 
to the fore. 

That said, the line between 
Ratajlcowski’s current image as 
sexpot eye candy is at odds with 
her “Martin Scorsese” acting 
ambitions. She intends to blur 
the boundaries between two 
incongruous worlds through 
what she refers to as “balance” 
between the commercial (read: 
cash-paying) roles and creative 
career-progressing endeavors. 

She has a clear mission 
statement, but it’s one that 
could be difficult to implement 
when you consider that she’s a 
YouTube beauty to the tune of 
more than 276 mibion views, 
and now surely commands 
considerable buck to boogie. 
It wib depend on the success 
of her upcoming role in direc¬ 


tor David Fincher’s Gone Girl 
as to whether Ratajkowski can 
escape that lucrative but vapid 
music video dance sphere. 

Initiaby, the 22-year-old was 
reluctant to be cast in the video. 


“Naked girls dancing around 
in a music video sounded pretty 
intense and I didn’t want to be 
pigeonholed as a music video 
girl after shooting with Maroon 
5 in Love Somebody,” she says. 


The tough and the topless 


The model and her family 
have the final word on the 
controversial Ratajkowski 
(pronounced ‘rat-a-COW- 
ski’ — the ‘j’ is silent) 
phenomenon. 


• When asked what her 
mother, a feminist 
and English professor, 
thought of the Blurred 
Lines video, she replies, 
“She thinks it’s beauti¬ 
ful and important for 
women to embrace their 
sexuality.” 


• Ratajkowski describes the 
word feminist as “testy” 
saying, “People connect 
a lot of strange things to 
that word. In general, I 
really love women and I 
want them to be treated 
equally.” She continues: “I 
think some people have 
a problem with a model, 
who’s done nude work, 
using the word feminist 
but I have no problems 
with saying it." 


It was the video’s direc¬ 
tor who convinced the young 
model to accept the job, while 
Thiclce, a married man in his 
mid-30s, took the brunt of the 
negative barrage for the video’s 
sexist undertones. 

Ratajkowski, the current 
face of fashion retail site Re¬ 
volve, is keen to avoid being 
typecast as a gushing airhead 
despite appearing in the 2014 
Sports Illustrated Swimsuit 
Issue. 

“I’m definitely not into that 
swimsuit model vibe. I like the 
ballet and I like to see female 
pom films — I’m a little differ¬ 
ent in that way, I guess,” she 
asserts. 

The British-bom model is 
aware that her topless cavorting 


could strike discord with Holly¬ 
wood directors. But as she right¬ 
ly points out on being cast as 
Ben Affleck’s mistress Andie in 
Gone Girl, due out this October: 
“When you’re working with 
director David Fincher [The 
Social Network, 2010, and The 
Girl With The Dragon Tattoo, 
2011] people definitely do take 
you seriously.” She adds: “I’m 
doing Sports Illustrated but I’m 
also appearing in the Spanish 
fashion magazine S Moda. For 
every sexy thing, I want to do a 
fashion thing. For eveiy model¬ 
ing job, I want to do a serious 
acting role.” 

Of course, the pigeonholing 
might well be something that 
she has to contend with for the 
meantime. However, it makes 
sense for her to make the break 
from being desktop dance star 
to silver screen sensation in 
order to certify her as a serious 
acting talent. “I want to estab¬ 
lish myself [in the industry] and 
there are a few things that’ll 
be announced in the next few 
months that will balance eveiy- 
thing out,” she says. 

The modeling profession 
wasn’t always receptive to 
Ratajlcowski’s plans to break 
into acting — a dream she’s 
had since childhood. 

“I told an agency in New 
York my goals and they said it 
was only a select group of girls 
that have that opportunity,” 
she explains. 

The timing of the Fincher 
film might be fortuitous but it 
seems doubtful that this is the 
case of a pretty wallflower seiz¬ 
ing her 15 minutes of fame. 

For her part, Ratajkowski 
makes it sound like she’s al¬ 
ways had a career game plan 
and it doesn’t involve selling 
out for questionable success. 
“Throughout my childhood I 
acted, so it was always some¬ 
thing I felt passionate about — 
I just really didn’t want to play 
the mean girl in high school or 
the cheerleader,” she says.

1. Not knowing your resale 
timeline 

Is the space you are reno¬ 
vating a limited investment 
or will you be living in this 
home for the rest of your life? 
That influences the amount 
of time, customization and 
money you should spend. 

A first-time purchaser of a 
studio-sized condo will most 
likely only live in it for two to 
five years before they sell up, 
so spending a lot of money on 
things they can’t take with 
them is not a smart idea. A 
family with school-age chil¬ 
dren will most likely settle 
in a home for five to 10 years 
before thinking of reselling. 

For places you will own 
short-term, spending less 
than 10 per cent of your 
home’s value on renovations 
will ensure a good return 
on the investment. I suggest 
spending your money on 
quality items you can take 
with you to your next place. 


If you plan on staying in one 
spot for a long time, invest 
in renovations that help you 
enjoy the space: Bathrooms, 
kitchens, family rooms or 
backyard landscaping are 
great areas to consider reno¬ 
vating. 

2. Hiring a contractor who 
hasn’t worked locally 

Hiring a professional con¬ 
tractor who has worked in 
your local neighbourhood 
has many advantages: 

• It will be easy for your to 
check references. 

• The contractor is famil¬ 
iar with your municipal laws 
for noise, parking, obtaining 
permits, etc. 

• They know where to 
grab lunch, shortcuts for driv¬ 
ing and local hardware shops 
for those last-minute items 
when completing a job. 

Always get a least two 
quotes for the work needed 
to be done and call at least 
two references. Always visit 
at least one reference place 
(and not the contractor’s own 
home). 

3* Not being forthcoming 
about budgets 

When it comes to money, 
homeowners (and contract¬ 
ors and trades) lose their 
ability to talk openly about 
how much is available and 
how much is needed. Home¬ 



owners think if they disclose 
their budget, the contractor 
will use it all and then want 
more. Contractors think if 
they commit to a price too 
early that they will not make 
any money. 

Agree upfront on the 
budget and work in a bonus 
for the contractor if they 
come in on time or spend 
under the estimated amount. 

Always have 20 per cent 
extra saved for additional 
upgrades and unforeseen 
costs and ask for a fixed-cost 
budget from your contract¬ 
or. This will ensure that the 
agreed-upon job is completed 
before the contractor is fully 
paid. 

4* Forgetting about closets 
and lighting 

Two areas often forgotten 
about in a renovation are a 
proper lighting plan and well 
outfitted closets. A contractor 
often waits for the home- 
owner to plan this and home- 
owners assume its the job of 
the contractor. 

As soon as the closets are 
drawn on the floor plan, you 
should start considering how 
they will be used and what 
you will need inside of each 
closet (shelving, rods, lights, 
drawers, etc.). 

Knowing the style, size

It’s a conundrum many par¬ 
ents face: What to do with the 
steady flow of drawings, paint¬ 
ings and collages that children 
bring home from school and 
camp?

McKeever recovers 
from a fall to win his 
second gold medal of 
the Paralympics 


Two hundred metres into 
the race, Brian McKeever was 
suddenly on his backside and 
it appeared his ninth career 
Paralympic gold medal was 
slipping away. 

But he wasn’t letting it go 
without a fight and the Can- 
more, Alta., cross-country 


skier, led by guide Graham 
Nishilcawa of Whitehorse, 
caught up to the pack to win 
the men’s visually impaired 
sprint at the Sochi Paralympics 
on Wednesday. 

It’s McKeever’s second gold 
of the 2014 Games and the 
12th medal of his illustrious 
Paralympic career. The 34-year- 
old also won gold in the 
20-kilometre event on Monday. 

The two Canadians easily 
advanced to the final where a 
Russian skier stepped on Mc¬ 
Keever’s pole, causing him to 
crash around the 200-metre 
mark of the one-kilometre 
race.

Meanwhile, alpine sit-skier 
Kimberly Joines of Ross- 
land, B.C., finished second 
in the women’s slalom, 
although the results are still 
unofficial after a German 
skier appealed her dis¬ 
qualification from the first 
run. A decision is expected 
Thursday morning. 


But McKeever scrambled to 
his feet and, with the help of 
Nishilcawa, caught up to the 
rest of the pack. 


“It wouldn’t be right for me 
to tell you what I said in my 
head, but once the cuss words 
were out, the only thing you 
can do is get back up and race,” 
said McKeever. “I thought we 
were clear, but that is normal 
and it happens in sprinting 
when you are all fighting and 
tight. Eveiyone is going flat 
out. It is intense and eveiyone 
is at their limit. We are just for¬ 
tunate it happened in the first 
200 metres and not at the end 
so we had time to catch up.”

Reilly hopes bigger is better 


His body healed from all the 
punishing hits he took last 
season, bullced-up quarter¬ 
back Mike Reilly returned to 
Edmonton this week excited 
and confident that 2014 will 
be a much better year for the 
Eskimos. 

“I started workouts about 
two weeks into the off-sea¬ 
son,” the 29-year-old said at 
an early-morning availability 
session Wednesday. “The plan 
was to bulk up, to get to 225, 
230 (pounds), which is where I 
was at in 2011 and I felt good 
at that playing weight. That’s 


where I am now.” 

The six-foot-three Reilly 
started last season — his first 
as a starter in the CFL — at 215 
pounds and was down to about 
205 by the end of the season 
that saw the Eskimos finish a 
dismal 4-14.
